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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants' counsels presented and discussed a proposed 
amendment to broad claim 7 to include subject matter defining the maleimide derivative, as claimed, more clearly. 
Counsel proposes to cancel claim 1 and make claims 2 and 3 dependent from the newly proposed claim 7. The 
recitations in claim 7, as proposed, would include as the "water compatible compound" being "non-emulsion" and "non- 
dispersing". As such, and given explanation as to this amendment, these changes would effectively overcome the 
rejection of the claims under 35 USC 112, first paragraph. .The Sakurai et al patent teaches the employment of water 
solely as a reactant or disclosed as a by-product in the production of the maleimide derivative, and not in the capacity 
as herein claimed. As such, the rejection of the claims over the teachings of the Sakurai et al is untenable and, thus, 
hereby expressly withdrawn. With the proposed amendment to claim 7, the recitations of the maleimide derivative 
would effectively remove the reasons for the rejections overthe McGinniss, Roth et al, Wilson, Jr. et al and Kishino et 
al references. The proposed amendment, if filed as indicated with regard to claim 7 and claim 1, would remove all 
rejections pending. Any and all responses will be given full consideration.
